And ſuch a man Who ſo euer he be / is of 
ouer frayſi and ouer ſofte a nature. Ind for that cauſe he is not 
verapy iuſte in frendſÿyppe. Dut yt is to be confpdered in every 
thynge / dhat we aſte = our frende / and Dhat We Bp ſuffre to 
be aſked of our ſelfe.
